Hartnell’s faculty was scheduled 
to discuss a_ resolution at 11 
a.m.yesterday, and to decide how 
and when to vote on the resolution. 
In a meeting attended by about 70 of 
Hartnell’s 110 faculty Sept. 12, all 
but one voted to instruct the 
Academic Senate to draw up the ‘’No 
Confidence’’ resolution. 


The resolution concludes with the 
statement that the faculty ‘‘declare.. 
_.NO CONFIDENCE in the abilities 
and policies of...’ Dr. Gibb R. 
Madsen. 


“‘We prepared the resolution in 
the way the faculty directed us to,”’ 
Academic Senate President Robert 
Rieger said in refusing to guess on 
the outcome. ‘’We can only wait and 
see whether they will act upon it or 
not.’’ 

This is the latest in a series of 
confrontations between faculty and 
management which heated up when 
Dean of Instruction N. Arthur 
Rasmuson was granted a $54,000 
one-year-leave and reduction to 
faculty status April 18. 

Point one of the resolution refers 
to the staff satisfaction survey which 
resulted partly from the dean of

1s lack of communication the root of 
the problems at Hartnell? 

Both board president Craig Wiley 
and Superintendent-President Gibb 
Madsen responded at . Tuesday’s 
governing board meeting to a memo 
outlining faculty concerns which was 
read two weeks ago. 

‘(| believe the major problem is a 
clarification of roles,’’ said Dr. 
Madsen. 

Wiley said that the board college, 
the administration runs the day to day 
operations.and the role of the faculty 
is to educate and teach, and that, 
while the management must have 
faculty input, they, including the 
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dean of instruction, do not represent 
the faculty. 

He added that dialogue between 
faculty, Academic Senate, adminis- 
tration and board must continue. 

Madsen said that the board is 
responsible for making policy” 
decisions and, in reference to charges 
of favoritism and loyalty to the 
superintendent, said that there is no 
“blind obedience,’’ and that loyalty 
is part of the operation of any 
organization. 

Madsen then commented on the 
effects of Proposition 13 on this year’s 
and. next year’s budgets, spending 
more time on this subject than on the

Wall-to-wall people from approxi- 
mately 22 different countries samp- 
led exotic international foods and 
enjoyed Arabic singing, belly danc- 
ing and a touch of American rock 
music in the student, lounge. 

The function was coordinated by 
Associated Students of Hartnell 
College (ASHC) and English as 
Second .Language (ESL) students. 
It was the brainchild of Donna 
Gomez, instructor-coordinator in the 
language arts department. 

. ‘‘L wanted the ESL students to get 
together with faculty and other 
Hartnell students on a social basis,’’ 


-said Ms. Gomez. ‘‘Because most of 


them speak oniy limited English they 
are slow to socialize outside of their 
own group. This party gave our 
students the opportunity to com-

There are 350 limited or non-Eng- 
lish speaking students on campus of 
which 80 are foreign students and 
the rest are local residents. ESL 
classes are designed to help com- 
munity residents and foreign stu- 
dents to complete their education. 


Acording to Ms. Gomez, most 
foreigners experience loneliness, 
and the need of a friend to trust and 
confide in. Perhaps their greatest 
pressure is to excel academically. 
Any student who does not maintain a 
satisfactory grade point average will 
be sent home. 


Ms. Gomez spoke confidently 
when she concluded, ‘‘Here in our 
Hartnell community we have a small 
but significant part in national and 
international relationships. If Hart- 
nell is making a contribution to the 
world, it is through these students 
who can return to their homelands 
with positive feelings about Amer- 
ica.’’ 
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Does Hartnell. need a college 
center? If so, what kind of center 


would best serve the needs of the 
Hartnell community? 


These are questions which face the 
board members, members of the 
master planning committee and— 
most of all—students and faculty of 
Hartnell. 


Some students, faculty and em- 
ployees at Hartnell feel that the 
college center is long overdue.

The payoff, though, is in lyrical 


insanity, and it’s a toss-up between 
‘Titties & Beer’’ and ‘‘Honey, Don’t 
You Want A Man Like Me?’’ The 
former is downright filthy (don’cha 
just love it?) while the latter is a 
creative satire of middle-class, ‘sing- 
les’ bar-type swinging. 

Without those two, unfortunately, 
the album is next to nothing. With 
them, it’s worth listening to.....but 
not paying for. So find a friend who 
has it and get ready to laugh your 
guts out.
